Are the CarlUt I>i-cpiirittlont For an 
rprUliix III SpHiii. 
Barcelona, Oct. 7.— Reports received 
from Cape Cerbera say advieee reeelv« 
ed there from various points along 
the frontier show that the Carlist pre- 
parations are nearly completed. They 
have accumulated through smugglers 
2e,00e rifles, aad uniforms have been 
made at Perplgnaa. Fraoee, and 
brought late Spain at different placee. 
The uniform conalsts nf a blue bleusa, 
red trousers and peaked cap. Large 
supplies of ammunition have been ob- 
taiaed from Cuba aad the Philippine 
leiaade. The rlsiag is expected to 
commence at Berga and at ether poiats 
in the meuntalns forming the Carlist 
center. 

Booklets containing instnirtions in 
guerrilla warfare are beiag diblributed 
aad men lure being recruited among 
refttgeee and aaleenteBts. about the 
frontier.

Rev. Dr. Bdsell, now bishop of 
Minnesota. A clergyman elevated to 
fill this bishopric will more than like- 
ly be chosen from the northweetern 
field. There will also be a bishop pro- 
Tided for Porto Rico and aaother for 
the Philippines; If not for both, prob- 
ably one for the new Insular groups. 
A bttihop may also be i^polated far 
Hawaii.

Amendment to the < anoii ou SoleninU 
xatton Hubraltted by the Selec-t 
Committee— Provisions of 
the Propoaltloa. 



San Francisco, Oct. 7.— The house ot 
bishops of the Episcopal church on 

Monday took up the remaining amend- 
ments to the constitution. As soon as 
this question Is disposed of the bish- 
ops will take up the report of the com- 
mittee on marrtagee and divorce. Ti e 
commltteb has reported, by a vote of 
11 to 1, In favor of amending the can- 
on of the solemnization of matiimony 
by adding the following section: "Nu 
minister shall solemnise a marriage 
between any two peraoaa ualese nor 
until by Inquiry he shall have satisfli d 
himself that neither person has betn 
or is the husband or th<' wife of au.v 
Other person living, unhs-s the foimer 
marriage was annulled by a decree of 
some elvl^ court of competent Jurisdl 
tion for cause exletlng before such for 
mer marriage." 

The committee, in oSerlng this 
amendment, does not discuss the qu -ct- 
tion ot the remarriage of div(,rc 
persons nor refer to the belief heU by 
many persons in the church that an 
InniMciit party In a divorce obtiine'. 
bei'ause of tidnltery Is entitled to mar- 
ry again. The majority lepnrt. which 
Is signed by Frank H. Miller, suggests 
that the following provision be added 
to the proposed amendmen': "T.i s 
shall not apply to any one producing a 
certltled coiy of a decree of divorrc on 
the ground of adultery, in which he o 
ehe Is found to be the Innocent party 
by a court of competent Jurisdiction." 

This report Is one of the prlnc pa\ 
bones of contention In the prcpent gen- 
eral conference. The majority re; o t 
of tho committee, signed by Dr. Mor- 
gan Dix as chairman, goes on to say 
that, in ita Juogment, no succesrfu' 
action can be had in amending tlin 
constitution of the I'nitcd States so is 
to make uniform tho law of mHrrlafre 
and divorce In the United States, and 
that the only practicable way toward 
seeing such uniformity should be 
bought through the enactment of slm - 
lar tawa h y the ae ve ral stat ee. 

Company C Was Warned. 

Manilla, Oct. 7. — Major Morris C. 
Foote of the Ninth I'nitcd Stales In- 
fantry, who returned h< rt- from th' 
Island of Samar, was In Dalang'ga the 
day uefore the disaster to Company C 
He says that Captain Connell had beer, 
fully warned and had taken what hi 
(Major Foote) considered every neces 
sary precaution. Information that a 
plot was brewing among the Filipinos 
came to Major Foote from a priest, 
who said that It was in the plans o: 
the populace at both Balang'gi an i 
Basey to attack the garrisons, an 1 tha 
the KiLsey garrison was to be attacked 
from a cockpit in the rear of the La • 
racks. Ordera were immediately glvei. 
to demolish the cockpit and ext.n 
Kuard.s were stationed. There is in- 
tense feeling throughout the ar:ny be- 
cause of the massacre. 

Aleutians Dying Off. 
Washington. Oct. 7. — The rnpid de- 
cline of the native population of the 
Aleutian chain of islands is told in a 
report Juet issued by the marine hoe- 
pltal service from F. J. Thornbury, Its 
assistant surgeon at Dutch Harbrr 
Alaska. The report says that former y 
there were 120 villages on the islands 
with a native populatloa variously es- 
timated at from 1,600 to 2,500. Now 
in the same district there are only U' 
villages and l.lOd inhabitants, txcu 
slve of whites, of whom 3liti are Ci»- 
oleo (mixed breeds and with Ruasianti 
and other nationalitlee), and 700 
Aleutee. The reawrkable mortality is 
ascribed to the fATagae of measles and 
kindred dlseasoB. to fhe bad sanitary 
environments and tO the laek Ol Med- 
ical attentloB. 



Autheritlea Ciaah. 

Manilla. Oct. 7.-<kmslderab1e inter- 
est attaches to the case of Oakley 
Brooks, a military prisoner ordered to 

be deported. The supreme court re- 
cently issued a writ of habeas corpus 
d.reclii.g the production of the pri.^- 
oner, but the military authorities re- 
fused^ to prodaeo him on the ground 
that Ute only tribunal having Juriedk- 
tlon of a military prisoner Is the fed- 
eral court.

On the ((nitrary they, as well a-'* 
the country at lartje. would ref.me to 
parti* ipate. If Colombia had ever 
really offended Venezuela there would 
be no necessity for Castro's forcible re- 
ci'uitinK. as ;it j-resent. In onler to ob- 
tain Hii aiiiiy lo puiiisb the cffenling 
coimtiy. In such an event all Vene- 
zuelans would loyally and entbuaiast- 
ically Join to ptmlsh the offender. 

"I do not think President Castro will 
declare war against Colombia. In the 
first place, to do so legally he must 
obtain the consent of the Venezuelan 
congress, which will not (onvene be- 
fore February next. In the second 
place, I do not believe the members ot 
the Veneztielan congrees. although 
they are all partisans of President 
Castro, would evei- consent to a ruin- 
ous war with Colombia in order to 
help Colombian revolutlralsta. Neither 
do I believe in the possibility of the 
reconstruction of Oran Colombia by 
force of arms. Uolivar's achievement 
was effected under certain .spei ial con- 
ditions that do not exist today. Per- 
haps a Oran Colombia is possible 
through peaceful, intellectual opera- 
tions, but never by military force. All 
the talk now iiululKcd in on this sub- 
ject is a mere pi etext. a blind to eov. r 
the personal ambition of a few men."
